Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ackerman 
EP 0029626. 

The rejection of record is maintained. 

See p. 2, (b) the pyrethroid is distributed and adsorbed on the carrier. 

Applicant's arguments filed 1/15/02 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. Applicants' arguments have been considered. Ackerman did 
not specify Ti O2, AI2O3, Mg 0 or silica as carrier; steps of preparation to 
distinguish from Ackerman and from the instant carrier with free particulate 
cyfluthrin would distinguish.
